The Department will pay a grant 
of fifty per cent towards defraying 
the salary of th e teacher of evening 
classes. 

It may be remembered that the 
Chauvin School District, seconded by 
publicity in this journal, endea¬ 
voured to create an interest in the 
formation of Adult Evening Classes 
last year; but there was practically 
no response. The board and the 
Bfacher were willing to carry on the

persons desirous of taking up such 
classes may be assured that the 
schools and equipment are ready to 
hand; and the services of the trus¬ 
tees and teachers will be cheerfully 
granted for the asking.

ADMISSION OF 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 

British Columbia, which took no 
part in the convention, came into the 
confederation in 1871. 

For many years the mainland was 
separate from Vancouver Island. 
That island was held in 1843 by the 
fur-trading corporation, known as the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, and made a 
crown colony in 1849. A crown colony 
has no representative institutions and 
the whole power rests '.in a governor 
and appointed officials. The real 
authority continued in the hands of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company for some 
years later. 

In 1856 an assembly was establish¬ 
ed with seven members, despite the 
very small population of the island. 
The island was united with British 
Columbia in 1866 and the latter name 
given to the united colonies. 

The mainland, known previously to 
1866 as New Caledonia and British 
Columbia, had long been a domain of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, and 
it was not until- 1858 that It became a 
crown colony. J n ^J^'j^^j^Mlslatlve 
council was first granted b. ulecrown 
and was partly appointed by the. gov¬ 
ernor, and partly elected by the peo¬ 
ple. 

By the act of 1866 uniting the island 
land of Vancouver to the government 
of British Columbia, the authority of 
the executice government and legis¬ 
lature of the latter colony was exten¬ 
ded over both colonies. 

Until 1871, when the province of 
British Columbia entered the federal 
union of Canada, it was governed by 
a lieutenant-governor, appointed by 
the sovereign, and a legislative coun¬ 
cil composed of heads of /public de¬ 
partments and several electer mem¬ 
bers. Responsible government was 
not introduced into the province un¬ 
til 1871. 

ACQUISITION OF THE 

NORTHWEST AND FORMATION 
OF MANITOBA 

Previous to the union of 1867 the 
vast country known as Ruperts Land 
and the Northwest Territories belong¬ 
ed to and was under the control of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, or to 
give the company its full name, 
‘‘The Governor and Company of Ad¬ 
venturers trading into Hudson Bay.” 
which held exclusive trading rights 
given it by Charles II. His cousin 
the famous Prince Rupert being the 
first governor of the company. It 
was not until 1869 that the rights of 
the company were purchased and the 
region transferred to the government 
of the Dominion of Canada. 

in 1870 a new province was formed 
under the name of Manitoba and in- 
vestde with all the powers of self- 
government possessed by the older 
provinces. 

iSubsequently the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories were given a government con¬ 
sisting of a Lieutenant-Governor and 
an appointed council, and afterwards 
of an elected house in substitution for 
the appointed council. To a limited 
extent responsible government had 
been developed in the local govern¬ 
ment when in 1905 the two new pro¬ 
vinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta

Proves Big Success 
Splendid Exhibits 

Pupils, teachers, and all who had 
any part in the work of organizing 
the Chauvin and District School Fair 
ar e to be congratulated upon the big 
success they have attained. 

!The schools participating in this 
venture were Airlie, Edinglassie, 
Killarney, New Ribslone, Northern 
Crown, Prosperity, St Abuins, Chau¬ 
vin Public School and Chauvin High 
Schools. 

The buildings and grounds of the 
Chauvin Agricultural Society were- at 
the disposal of the Schools Fair As¬ 
sociation, and were not a little help 
to those responsible for laying out 
the exhibits for the judges inspection 
and for public view. 

The exhibition hall was filled with 
the many exhibits of school and art 
work, cooking domestic, sewing, etc. 
whilst the annex was utilized for the 
display of garden and field produce. 

The judges found plenty of work 
awaiting them on their arrival, and 
expressed their pleasure at both the 
high grade of the exhiits and the way 
it was laid out for their inspection. 

The judges being: Mr J. J. Mc- 
Loughlin, professor of English and 
mathematics; Mr J. MacKenzie, 
professor of f a-T-H i ntcchTm 
its; Mr J. W. Howell, assistant ag¬ 
ronomist; Mr Fuller, school inspector 
and Miss A. P. Scott, professor of 
home economics: all of the Vermilion 
School of Agriculture (excepting Mr | 
Fuller). 

The judges in making their com¬ 
ments to the editor gave it as their 
opinion that the Chauvin exhibition! 
was above the average, and especially! 
considering it Was their first venture j 
in conducting a school fair. They re¬ 
marked upon the honesty shown by 
the youthful exhibitors for it was ap¬ 
parent that they had used the seed 
provided and abided by the rules of 
•the fairs association. Amongst the 
art work was to be found many ex¬ 
hibits of sterling quality, and the 
judge in illustrating his point drew 
our particular attention to two pieces 
of color work performed by Eunice 
Burke, of the Northern Crown school 
| as showing considerable artistic quol- 
ity and promise for the future. In 
commenting upon the vegetables, the 
judge remarked that apparently some 
of the children regarded bigness as 
the deeiiding factor por prize winning 
and he requested us'to draw to the 
attention of the exhibitors that pota¬ 
toes of medium, size and good texture 
were desirably rather that larger ones 
of scabby nature and poor texture. 
The dark red beet of symetrical 
shape and good texture was the one 
to win the approval of the judge. 
Carrots must be of good shape and 
texture and free from side roots. The 
side roots were caused by watering 
lightly and too frequently; it being- 
preferable to give a good soaking 
once a week rather than a light daily 
sprinkling. Much the same applied 
also to turnips; but as regards man¬ 
gels, these being a fodder crop, size 
counted in their respect. The judges 
regretted the light entries in the live 
stock classes and expressed the hope 
for a larger display next year. 

’Miss A. P. Scott stated that the, 
exhibits that she had to judge were 
of unsually high grade throughout,) 
and mentioned the cooking and sew¬ 
ing in particular as being well worth I

A few minutes work by each citizen 
in cleaing the weeds from the edge 
of the sidewalks would .make quite a 
difference in the look of the town. 

May we suggest, that the village 
constable be instructed to make a 
tour of inspection and see that the 
by-laws regarding chimneys be fully 
enforced.

Eleven Hundred 
Killed: German 
Chemical Works 

Injured Estimated At Four Thousand 
. 'Rescuers Work With Gas Masks . 

Vast Crater Of Town Filling 
With Water 

Desolation and ruins alone remain 
of what was once the flourishing 
town of Oppau. The town had 6,500 
residents, of which a majority of the 
men, engaged in the chemical works, 
were killed or wounded. Soldiers in 
French uniform are clearing away the 
wreckage, picking up the dead and 
injured as after a. big battle. 

Eleven hundred dead and 4,000 in¬ 
jured is the estimate of the disaster 
yesterday. 

IThirty-six hours after the explo¬ 
sion, from the gaping, funnel-like 
hole where the Badische works form¬ 
erly stood, there are still to be heard 
.mloaning cries of the wounded while 
the soldiers search for possible sur¬ 
vivors . Twenty five hundred of the 
injured are reported to have passed 
through the hospitals of the sur¬ 
rounding cities. 

The 32nd army corps of the French 
army is In complete charge of the 
area and every available French 
medical officer had arrived here this 
morning to co-operate with the Ger¬ 
man physicians and surgeons. The 
German officials thanked General De 
Goutte for the prompt manner in 
which the French army came to the 
assistance of the victims. 

The French high commission on the 
Rhine, Mr. Lirard, and his entire 
staff took charge of the relief work. 
Th e members of his staff were sent to 
all the surrounding towns to enlist 
the mayors and people in the relief 
plan, in which the labor unions are 
uniting. Several of the funds have 
already assumed large proportions.

The remaining- portion of the Ter¬ 
ritories excepting KeeWatis and the 
Yukon Territory to be governed by a 
commisioner who may be assisted by 
a Council not to exceed four in num¬ 
ber. 

1912. A large portion of the re¬ 
mainder of the Territories including 
Ungava and Keewatin given to the 
Provinces of Ontario, Quebec and 
Manitoba. 

KEEWATIN 

1876. Governed by a Lieutenant- 
Governor (the Lieutenant-Govesnor 
tenant-Governor). The Governor- 
eneral in Council authorized to ap¬ 
point a Council of nut less than five 
or more than ten members, and also, 
within certain limits, to make laws 
for the Territory. 

1905. Re-annexed to the Northwest 
Territories. 


ORIGIN OF THE CABINET 
OR ROYAL ADVISORY 
COUNCIL 


From 1875 the powers of local gov¬ 
ernment were increased from time to 
time, approximating by degrees the 
powers posssesed by the provincial 
governments of Canada. 

1886. Given a representation of four 
members in the House of Commons, 
increased in 1903 to ten, but this in¬ 
crease never came into force, as in 
the meantime the major portion of 
the populated part of the Territories 
was erected into the two new Pro¬ 
vinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
In 1912 another large portion was di¬ 
vided up between the Provinces of 
uebec, Ontario, and Manitoba. 

1887. Given two Senators, increas¬ 
ed in 1903 to four. 

1888. Lieutenant-Governor, an Ad¬ 
visory Council of four members of 
the House of Assembly elected by the 
Lieutenant-Governor to deal with 
matters of Finance, the Lieutenant- 
Governor having a vote in such 
which number the Stipendiary Magis¬ 
trates (of whom, there were three) 
were to be mempers ‘ex offico’. In 
In 1877 this was increased to six 
members. The Lieutenant-Governor 
in. Council was given certain of the 
powers possessed by the provincial 
Council, and also a casting vote in 
case of a tie, and an elected House 
of Assembly with three legal experts 
appointed by the Governor-General 
but who wdre without a vote. { The 
legal experts selected were Judges of 
the Supreme Court of the North¬ 
west Territories. In 1891 the legal 
experts were s.bolished, and the po¬ 
wers of the Legislative Assembly 
were spemified, being mos of those 
possessed by the Provincial Legisla¬ 
tures. 

1894. The advisory committee giv¬ 
en the rlame of Executive Committee, 
and to be appointed in future by the' 
Legislative Assembly. 

1905. A large portion of the Terri¬ 
tories divided up into the two new 
Provinces of Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta. 


councils of the kingdom. The revo¬ 
lution of 1688, which deposed James 
II for his violation of the recognized 
or fundamental laws and rights of 
the people of England, and placed 
William and Mary of Orange on the 
throne, was the last example our 

history gives us of the ntional coun¬ 
cil asserting its right to regulate the 
succession to the crown.. 

Every sovereign, at his or her co¬ 
ronation, solemnly promises and 

swears “to govern the people of this 
kingdom and the dominions thereto 
belonging according to the statutes in 
parliament agreed on, and the res¬ 
pective laws and customs of the 

same." 

As the king is by law the head of 
the executive power, all acts of go¬ 
vernment must be carried out in his 
name. It is by him that parliament 
is callled together for the despatch of 
business, or is prorogued— that is, a 
session dlosed—or is dissolved—that 
is, ending the life of the then house 
of commons, after which, a new 

house of commons will have to be 
elected before parliament' can meet 
again. 

The king is the ‘"fountain of justice’ 
since he is represented in his courts 
by his judges; he alone can confer 
titles, distinctions and honors, and hi - 
alone can pardon offenders against 
the law. \ 

A11 these, and other prerogatives— 
that is to say, the ancient rights and 
privileges belonging to the sovereign 
as head of the kingdom—are not now 
immediately exercised by himself in 
person on his own responsibility, but 
only on the advice of his council. 

Every one has heard he maxim— 
‘The King can do no wrong’—the true 
explanation of which is, that if any 
act of the government is wrong, the 
council which advised the act is re¬ 
sponsible and not the sovereign.

governments. The Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor, as soon as any district not 
exceding one thousand square miles 
had a popluation of one thousand 
adults exclusive of aliens and unen¬ 
franchised Indians, could erect it in¬ 
to an electoral district which would 
thenceforth be entitled to elect a 
member of the council, and when the 
elected members amounted to twen¬ 
ty-one the appointed Council was to 
cease and the elected members were 
to become a Legislative Assembly.

isters justice by his courts, and 
makes, laws -for the JiiJgl- ..empire in 
his great legislature or parliament.. 

The eroWn is hereditary by English 
law. A statute passed during the 
reign of William and Mary, and call¬ 
ed the Act of Settlement, settled the 
sucession to the throne, vacated by 
James II, on the heirs of the Princess 
Sophia of Hanover, the granddaug¬ 
hter of James II. His Majesty the 
King is a lineal descendant of this 
princess. 

The titles of his majesty at pres¬ 
ent are as follows: — 

I “George V. , by the Grace of God, 
of the United Kingdom of Great Bri¬ 
tain and Ireland, and of the British 
Dominions beyond the Seas, King, 
Defender of the Faith, Emperor of 
India.” 

On the death of the sovereign the 
crown descends to a male heir, and 
failing a male heir to a female heir. 
The probable successor to the throne 
at the present time—tlfe “heir appar¬ 
ent’ as he is legally called— is the 
Prince of Wales. 

Though the crown is hereditary in 
the family of the present sovereign, 
it is at the present time subject to 
the authority of parliament—that is 
to say, of the sovereign, the lords 
and the commons, acting together as 
a supreme legislature. From the ear¬ 
liest times in the history of England 
we see the evidences of the supreme 
authority of the English national 
councils in their assertion of the right 
to limit and regulate the succession to 
the throne in a national emergency. 

The great council of early English 
days, the Witeagemot or assembly 
of the wise men—Witan meaning wise 
men, and gemot, an assembly— el¬ 
ected the king, who was the chief a- 
mong the nobles of the land—the 
choice falling as a rule on a member 
of the family of the deceased sover¬ 
eign. 

Even William, of Normandy, the 
conqueror of England, felt it neces¬ 
sary to give some show of title to 
his claim to the throne by being cho¬ 
sen by a national council he called 
together. 

In later times kings were deposed 
and chosen by the will of similiar

legislative council of the nation. 

As long as they keep the confidence 
of this house they remain as coun¬ 
sellors or ministers of the king, and, 
are responsible for the work of ad¬ 
ministration and legislation, but the 
moment they lose that confidence the 
sovereign must choose another set of 
advisers or ministers, who must have 
the support of the popular house. 

Sometimes a ministry, defeated in 
parliament, will be allowed to ask 
for the support of the people at a 
general election. If they are sup¬ 
ported at the polls and have a maj¬ 
ority of the people's representatives, 
they remain in office. Otherwise 
they must give way to men who have 
obtained the popular majority. 

Elsewhere, when I come to speak of 
the Canadian methods of government 
which are copied from those of Eng¬ 
land, I shall explain how the prime 
minister, or head of the cabinet or 
ministry, and the members of that 
body are chosen.

(continued from preceeding issue) 
ed v: to parliament, which does the 
legisiative work and imposes or au¬ 
thorises the taxes. 

In the principal common law court, 
the court of king’s bench, the title of 
the court was, until recent changes 
and reforms, ‘coram ipse regre’—in 
the presence of the king himself—a 
curious relic of the time when the king 
actually presided there. 

The privy council became at last 
too large for purposes of consultation 
and King Crarles I. selected from its 
members a. committee who were nam¬ 
ed a cabinet council because they met 
in the king’s private chamber. (A 
private room for consultation was 
formerly called a ‘cabinet’). 

This smaller cabinet had no special 
authority behind it—the privy council 
as < body was alone Recognized by 
the iaw as the responsible executive 
council—but King Charles I. found it 
most convenient for his purposes in 
times when he was intriguing against 
parliament. In the quarrels of the 
Stuarts with the commons, they were 
constantly asserting prerogatives in 
vioaltion of the acknowledged r-ights 
of the people, and this council be¬ 
came very unpopular as the secret 
conclave, for the king and his instru¬ 
ments. It owed no responsibility to 
any one but the king himself, and it 
was not necessary that its members 
should have the support of the house 
of commons. 

The practice of forming a commit- 
councillors as a special or inner boo, 
out of the large body of privy 
of advisers of the crown has continu¬ 
ed to the present time, but the mod¬ 
ern cabinet council is not the irres¬ 
ponsible instrument of the royal will 
and pleasure that it was in the days 
of the Stuarts.
